No. 22(l)-T.R./62-T,—In exercise of the powers conferred bv sub-section (1) 
of section 3A of the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), as in force in India and 
rs applied to the State of PoudiNv'rrv. the Central Government hereby directs 
that with immediate effect there shah he levied on tbe articles specified in column 
ft) of the Table hereto annexed, when imported into India or the said State, a 
duty of customs of such amount as is specified in the corresponding entry in 
column (2) thereof.

No. 22(l)-T.R./62-TI.—Whcrogs the Central Government is satisfied, after due 
inquiry that the duties oharccatfie under the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1934 (32 of 19.34), in respect of (i) Copper rods manufactured by rolling 
process and (ii) Rolled brass rods falling under item Nos. 04(3) and 70(5) 
rnsnectivelv of tbe said Schedule, and characterised as protective in the third 
column thereof, have hecomc excessive for the purpose of securing the pro¬ 
tection intended to be afforded by them to similar articles manufactured in India; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 4 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby decrease, with effect 
from the 16th November, 1962, the duties of customs on the said articles so that 
the duties chargeable shall from the said date be as specified In columns 3 of 
the table annexed hereto.

RESOLUTIONS 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 16 th November 1962 

No. 18(l)-T.R./62.—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the 
continuance or otherwise of protection to the Ball Bearings Industry on the basis 
of an inquiry undertaken by it under Sections life) and 13 of the Tariff Com¬ 
mission Act, 1951. Its recommendations are as follows:— 

(1) Protection to the ball bearings industry should be continued for a 

further period of three years ending 31st December, 1865, at the 
existing rate of duty. 

(2) In view of economy in costs of production and lower wastage of material 

(which as it is Imported involves saving of foreign exchange) greater 
flexibility should he allowed to px-oducers to switch over from use of 
H.C.I. bars to H.C.I. tubes for manufacture of bearings. 

(3) Encouragement should be given to the producers by ensuring supply 

of deep drawing quality M.S. strips for manufacture of cages as this 
will be more efficient and economical than use of brass. 

(4) The I.S.I. should expedite formulation of standard specifications for 

ball bearings. 

(5) Imports of ball bearings should be recorded separately in value and 

numbers instead of value and weight in the Monthly Statistics of the 
Foreign Trade of India Import should also he recorded under the 
additional heads of (i) ball thrust bearings upto 51 mm. bore diameter 
and (ii) ball thrust bearings over 51 mm. bore diameter. 

(6) The National Engineering Industries Ltd,, Jaipur, should properly 

enforce statistical quality control and utilise its electronic machines 
for the purpose for which they were procured. 

(7) The National Engineering Industries Ltd.. Jaipur, should take earnest 

steps to improve its records of production and process costs in order to 
exercise better control, effect economies and facilitate determination 
of costs with accuracy. 

(8) The National Engineering Industries, Ltd., Jaipur, should explore the 

oossibility of getting its scrap arisings from H.C.I. steel which are very 
heavy, processed for re-use. 

2 Government accept recommendation (1). The necessary legislation to 
implement this recommendation will be Introduced in Parliament in due course. 

3. Government have taken note of recommendations (2) to (5) and would 
implement them to the extent possible. 
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4 The attention of the National Engineering Industries Ltd., Jaipur/Industry 
is invited to recommendations (6) to (8).

v„ 22(1)-T R 62_The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the 

continuance or otherwise of protection to the Non-Ferrous Metals Industry on tlm 
basis of an inquiry undertaken by it under Sections 11(e) and 13 of the Ta iff 
Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations are as follows: — 


(1) Protection to copper rods manufactured 
bv I.C.T. item No, 64(3), should be

by rolling process, now covered 
discontinued from 1st January, 


(2) Rolled brass rods, now covered by I.C.T. item No. 70(5), should be 
deprotected from 1st January, 1963. 

(3) protection to lead sheets other than sheets for teachests [I.C.T. item 
No. 67(2)] should be withdrawn with effect from 1st January, 1963. 


(4) Protection to zinc sheets not otherwise specified [I.C.T. item No. 68(2)] 
and zinc strips [I.T.C. item No. 68(4)] should be discontinued from 1st 
January, 1963. 


(5) Protection to copper pipes and tubes [I.C.T. item No. 64(5)] should 
be continued for a further period of three years from 1st January, 1903, 
at the existing rates of protective duty, namely, 30 per cent, ad valorem 
(preferential) and 40 per cent, ad valorem (standard). 

(6) Protection to brass pipes and tubes [I.C.T. item No. 70(A)] should be 
continued for a further period of three years from 1st January, 1963, 
at the existing rate of duty of 35 per cent, ad valorem. 


(7) Protection to extruded copper rods other than electrolytic copper rods, 
[I.C.T. item No, 64(3)] should be continued for a further period of 
three years from 1st January, 1963, at the existing rates of protective 
duty, namely, 40 per cent, ad valorem (Preferential) and 50 per cent. 
ad valorem (Standard). Extruded copper sections should also be 
brought within the scheme of protection at the same rates of duty. 

(8) Protection to extruded brass rods [I.C.T. item No. 70(5)] should be 
continued for a further period of three years from 1st January, 1963 at 
the existing rate of duty, namely, 40 per cent, ad valorem. Extruded 
brass sections should also be included in the scheme of poteetion and 
subjected to a protective duty of 40 per cent, ad valoTem. 

(9) Protection should be granted to highly polished zinc sheets specially 
prepared for making process blocks for a period of three years from 
1st January, 1963, and the rate of potcctivc duty be fixed at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem. A new item 68 (2A) should be inserted in the First 
Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 and all references to highly 
polished zinc sheets in I.C.T. item No. 72(2) should be deleted. 

(10) Early steps should be taken by the Development Wing to assess the 
present installed capacity of Metals & Ores Co., Calcutta for the manu¬ 
facture of zinc sheets and strips and Metallica Works Pvt. Ltd Bombay 
for the manufacture of lead sheets. 

(11) As the products of the non-ferrous semi-manufactures industry find 
increasing use in the manufacture of industrial items requiring higher 
standard of quality, it is necessary to assist the industry in procuring 
equipments required for modernisation and testing. This matter should 
be considered by Government and a phased programme of imports of 

the more essential equipment required by the several units be drawn 
up and implemented for stepping up their production and for improv¬ 
ing the quality of their products. 


. 2 A Go J er ^ nt acce P t recommendations (1) to (9). The duty recommended 

w T i‘^ fT v,? n °m rrUSS1 i OI l. respect , of cx truded copper sections, extruded brass 
sections and highly polished zinc, sheets, specially prepared for making process 
blocks which are at present not protected, is being brought into force with 
immediate effect by notification published separately into the Gazette The 
necessary legislation will be undertaken in duo course. ' 
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3. Government have taken note of recommendations (10) and (11) and these 
will be implemented to the extent possible.

No. 27(l)-T.R./62.—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Reports on the 
continuance of protection to the Plastics (Phenol Formaldehyde Moulding Powder) 
Industry on the basis of an inquiry undertaken by it under Sections 11(e) and 
13 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951 (50 of 1951). Its recommendations are 
aa follows : 

(1) Protection granted to Phenol Formaldehyde Moulding Powder Indus¬ 
try need not be continued beyond 31st December, 1902. 

(2) Since there are some complaints from the manufacturers of electrical 
accessories, producers of GX grade should take steps for the improve¬ 
ment of the moulding powder for wliich there is scope. 

(3) Applications for import licence from producers of p.f. moulding 

powder for testing equipments should be given sympathetic considera¬ 
tion. I 

2. Government accept recommendation (1) and the necessary legislation will 
be undertaken in due course to dc-protect the Plastics (Phenol Formaldehyde 
Moulding Powder) Industry with effect from the 1st January, 1963. 

3. The attention of the manufacturers of Phenol Formaldehyde Moulding 
Powder is invited to recommendation (2). 

4. Govenment have taken note of recommendation (3) and steps will be 
taken to implement it as far as possible.

No. 14(2)-T.R./62.—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the 
continuance of protection to the Sheet Glass Industry on the basis of an enquiry 
undertaken by it under Sections 11(e) and 13 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. 
Its recommendations are as follows: — 

(1) Protection to the sheet glass industry should be continued at the exist¬ 
ing rate of duty {viz. 70 per cent, ad valorem ) for a further period of 
three years from 1st January, 1963 i.e. upto 31st December, 1965. 

(2) Early steps should be taken by the South Eastern Railway to sanction 
a railway siding for Indo-Asahi Glass Co. Ltd. and until such a siding 
is constructed the decision to move sand in box wagons need not be 
enforced on this company, 

(3) Steps should be taken by Government to avoid wastage or destruction 
Of glauber salt for lack of fuel and also to ensure that salt cake is made 
available to industrial consumers at reasonable prices by reducing the 
number of intermediaries between the producer and the ultimate 
consumer. 

(4) In the interest of reducing cost of production and also economising the 
use of coal, the Chief Combustion Engineer should inspect at an early 
date the furnace operations of the works of (i) Indo-Asahi Glass Co. 
Ltd,, (ii) U.P. Glass Works Ltd., and (iii) Seraikella Glass Works 
(Pvt.) Ltd,, and suggest what measures should be taken by them to 
improve their fuel efficiency. 

f (5) The State Government of Gujrat should give their urgent consideration 
to the application of Shree Vallabh Glass Works Ltd,, for power and 
mining lease so as to enable it to go into production early. 

2. Government accept recommendation (1) above and the necessary legislation 
will be undertaken in due course. 

3. Government have taken note of recommendations (2) to (4) above and steps 
Will be taken to implement them as far as possible. 

4 The attention of the Slate Government of Gujrat is invited to recommen¬ 
dation (5) above
